•I remarkable for the time of year, 38 per 
cont larger than a year ago and 10.4 per 
wilt larger than in 1892 in payments 
through clearinghouses, it is not dis­ 
couraging that one or two industries are j 
lagging. The demand for most goods 
is more heavy for the season, manufact- I 
tiring works are better employed and 
orders booked and iu prospect for the 
future are more encouraging at this 
season than in any other year of which j 
equally definite records exist. 
Exports 
of products continue suprisingly heavy | 
in spite of some rise in prices. 
Treasury receipts from customs were 
larger in 20 days of January than in 
the entire month of October and No­ 
vember, ami apprehension regarding the 
monetary future is no longer felt out­ 
side of speculative circles. Failures are 
considerably smaller than were ever I 
known at this season, both manufactur­ 
ing and trading, less than half last 
year's. Railroad earnings in January 
thus far reported have been 17.(1 per 
oeut larger than last year and 10.8 per 
cent larger thanin 1892. 
The rise of wheat above a dollar in 
regular sales was not accomplitii-d by 
sigus of speculative excitement. The 
fact that cargoes 'of coni wer) shipi>ed 
during the week to Egypt and Russia, 
the very countries upon which Europe 
most relies for breadstuffs next to the 
United States, affected trade not un­ 
reasonably. 
Just when unprecedented production 
of pigirou was musing weakness, extra­ 
ordinary demand for finished products 
appears. For this season, at least, the 
general den mud is beyond precedent, 
including 150,000 tons steel rails for the 
week, and 1,200,000 tons already this 
year, orders for plates are so large that 
Pittsburg works send away some to 
other concerns, unable to fill all they 
receive, orders for liar such that many 
concerns un* obliged to refuse more, an 
excellent demand for sheets and .fair for 
structural forms. Nor does this demand 
spring from efforts to combine makers 
of wire and its products and makers of 
tinplates. 
I'rices of all finished products are sus­ 
tained by the demand, thongh Bessemer 
pig is 5 cents lower at Pittsburg, but pig 
at Chicago is strong, with some produc­ 
tion of finished forms delayed by its 
scarcity. 
Hie great strike of operatives in cot­ 
ton mills of New England seems as con­ 
venient to mill owners, with their heavy 
stocks unsold, as if they had ordered it. 
Prolmbly it will last iong enough to 
work off stocks, and the print cloth, 
market is already about I per cent 
stronger, while a slight advance is noted 
in some other cotton goods. With very 
st agitant markets for wool, sales amount­ 
ing to only 5,395,200 pounds at the three 
chief cities, which reported over 18,600,- 
000 in one week of September and 66,- 
500,000 in four weeks, the inquiry for 
round lots is mainly for three-eights 
and a quarter blood, suitable for chevi­ 
ots, but have resulted iii little dealing. 
The mills have taken satisfactory 
orders for such goods, probably not 
without knowing where they could get 
the wool, and the goods movement is 
distinctly encouraging, though quota­ 
tions of "tin* higher priced heavyweights 
are still deferred. But a very larg** 
business for the coming season i* 
alrejwly assured, according to reliable 
accounts entitled to confidence. 
Failures for the past week liave been 
374 in the United States, against 409 J 
last year, and 58 iii Canada, against 65 ; 
last year.

All members of the senate committee 
were present, together with quite a dele­ 
gation from Columbus aud others from 
different parts of the state. Three mem­ 
bers of the holist* committee on the Otis 
investigation were also present—Rutan, 
Spellmyer and Kenney. 
Mr. Jar(*d B. Bliss and diaries B. 
Griffith, two of the confidential asso­ 
ciates of Mr. Kurtz in the recent con­ 
test, were among the visitors, as were 
also Attorneys Sullivan, Dougherty and 
Huling, representing Major Dick, H. 
H. Hollenbeck and others. 
It is charged in 
the resolutions, 
adopted separately by both branches of 
the Ohio legislature, that H. H. Bovoe 
of New York came to the Gibson House 
in this city a few days before the ballot­ 
ing for United States senator l**guii at 
Columbus and made a proposition of 
bribery to Representative Otis.

Whenever Boyce used the upstairs 
telephone a stenographer down stairs 
took down the conversations. 
In one of them Major Dick was called 
up at Columbus aud said: 
“Shane and the president would ar­ 
range things on Saturday.” 
Boyce replied: 
“Have seen one of the party. 
Wants 
money. How can I handle him ?” 
The reply from Columbus was: 
“Suppose O betrays you ? What then? 
Mr. Dunbar said that Boyce replied: 
“No dangers I would kill him. 
Dead 
men tell no tales.” 
Allen (J. Myers, Jr., sent word that 
S. H. Hollenbeck was coming to Cincin­ 
nati. (Jn Jan. 8 he carne, and detectives 
watched him aud Boyce. 
Deputy Railroad Commissioner Archer 
also came. They traced Hollenbeck to 
the the Union Trust and Savings bunk 
aud other places of meeting, as charged 
by Otis. 
'Dunbar had the servants watching 
Boyce’s room. Boyce complained about 
the detectives watching him and said 
he represented the president. 
After paying his bill and before de­ 
parting, Boyce told Dunbar if he wanted 
to win some money to bet on Hanna.

The 
law in Kentucky is, however,thatwheu 
a man has been missing for seven years, 
aiel nothing lias been heard tram him 
during that time, that he is legally di(/Id, 
and it was under this statute that his 
h irs recently brought suit against the 
insurance com patties to recover the in­ 
surance iqs in his fife. 
The insurance companies fought the

The beatitudes are found in the open­ 
ing part of C hrist's sermon on the 
m ount This was practically His address 
at the inauguration of His kingdom in 
the world.

The Jews 
had a false idea as to what was necessary 
for admission into His kingdom, and 
His first duty was to correct this m is­ 
take. 
He did this in the lieatitudes. 
Though tho word *'blessed” is used 
nim 1 times, there are only seven general 
beatitudes, as verses IO and ll may be 
considered as supplementary. To apply 
these sayings of C hrist practically we 
must study for w hat they stand. 
I. "Blessed are the poor in spirit, for 
theirs is the kingdom of heaven. ” This 
beatitude stands for humility, the first

4. "Blessed are they that hunger and 
thirst after righteousness, for they shall 
be fillotl. ” Hod’s righteousness, not per­ 
sonal righteousness, is referred to. Ad­ 
mission to Christ’s kingdom cannot Is* 
gained by anything we ran do. Our 
righteousness must he the righteousness 
of Hod, declared to us for C hrist’s Rake, 
aud His work. 
6 . "Blessed 
are the merciful, for 
they shall obtain mercy. ” " Meekness is 
a passive virtue; mercy, an active one. ” 
The meek passively enduro the injustice 
and wrongs of the world, but tho merci­ 
ful address themselves to tho wants of 
the world. Hod has been merciful to 
them, and th e y are merciful to others. 
6 . "Blessed are the pure in heart, for 
they shall see God.” 
Inward purity 
gives us even in this life a vision of 
Hod, but this shall lie perfected when 
we shall see Him face to face. 
7. "Blessed are the peacemakers, for 
they shall bo called tho sons of H od." 
W arriors are usually the groat ineu in 
tin* kingdoms of tho world, but in 
C hrist's kingdom peacemakers shall be 
Hod's sons, Hi si’s great ones.

In tin end ho must have succumbed 
had there not come, some months after 
his disappearance, ucw’S to Almorah, a 
little village on tho Indian border, 
where white mon were anxiously awuit- 


The haw* 
of my spine is fractured, aud I never am 
allowed to forget a day which, after all, 
is not so very far off. 
I am ashamed of 
showing suffering, aud betides I have

She says he died on the 23d 
of August, and whim his widow did 
not treat her exactly right she deter­ 
mined to walk back to Brooklyn. 
Mrs. Bradshaw said she thought she 
would walk because she did not want 
to have her son iii Brooklyn spend so 
much money for cur fare for her. When 
she left Bock Hill, she says, she had 
about $4 in money, and during her four 
weeks on the road she managed to pay 
for every night’s lodging she was fur­ 
nished. Many nights she stopped with 
colored people and paid 6 or IO rants 
for the p riv ile g e , 
.She also paid for 
most of her food, and when her money 
was nearly all gone she found it neces­ 
sary to dispose of a coat aud other gar­ 
ments. During a recent rainy spell she 
paid 75 cents for four days’ food aud 
lodgings at the house of a colored fam ­ 
ily in the country. 
When she reached 
Washington, she hail 35 cents in her 
pocketbook. 
It was a little before sundown when 
she reached here, and, instead of stop­ 
ping, she thought she would wend her 
way as far as Baltimore. But soon aft­ 
er she had crossed Florida avenue, 
walking on the Baltimore and Ohio 
tracks, night came, and she was so 
footsore and hungry that she concluded 
to stop aud rest. 
A colored woman, standing at the 
gate in front of her house at Montello,

if it could but bring the insurgents into 
» general engagement.

recent years. The books of the Mayas 
consisted of long strips of paper made 
from maguey fiber, and folded after the ; 
manner of a screen so as to form pages i 
j about U by 5 inches. These were cover­ 
ed with hieroglyphic characters, very 
neatly drawn by hand, in brilliant col* 1 
ors. Boards wen* fastened on the outside J 
pages, and the completed book looked ! 
like a neat volume of large octavo size, j 
The characters iii which they are writ- . 
ten are the same as those found upon ; 
the stone tablet* aud monuments in tho : 
ruined cities of Paleuque and Copan. 
This system of writing, which is en­ 
tirely distinct from the picture writing 
of the Aztecs, was the exclusive posses­ 
sion of the Mayas. 
It was a highly de­ 
veloped system, aud, as investigations 
have shown, embraced a number of pho­ 
netic elements. In this respect, as in 
many others, the Mayas were far in ad­ 
vance of any other American people. A

He says 
that after ho had takon these pictures 
the Trees girls agreed to sit separately

fendant was to 1)6 allowed to finish in 
colors to display as a holiday advertise­ 
m ent. and then give them to the plain­ 
tiffs, framed free of charge. 
Braunberg nays that on December 20, 
the plaintiffs oalled at his studio and ob 
jected to tho exhibition of the pictures, 
because Jennie’s double chin had not 
been filled up. 
He denies that he was 
insolent, and says that on December 25* 
1897, npon com plaint of the plaintiffs’ 
father, he took the pictures out of his 
street advertising case. 
Braunberg says 
Mr. Trees promised to pay him for the 
pictures, but instead each of the plain­ 
tiffs entered suit for $16,000 damages 
against him. 
He denies that the pic­ 
tures were exhibited for the purpose of 
annoying the girls or their parents. 
Braunberg admits that the girls father 
and Dunshoe promised to pay for the 
pictures, but this offer was not made 
until after Banshee had, 
Braunberg 
alleges, by false representation, gained 
admission to the defendant’s studio and 
taken possession of the pictures and 
carried them away w ith him.

W ith a volume of bmduesa 
rem arkable for the tim e of year, 38 per 
cent larger than a year ago and 10.4 per 
cent larger than in 1892 in payment* 
through clearinghouses, it is not Als­ 
oon i*aging that one or twro industries are 
lagging. 
The demand for most goods 
is more heavy for the M*uson, m anufact­ 
uring works are better employed and 
orders booked and in prospect for the 
future ar*' more encouraging at this 
season than iii any other year of which 
equally definite records exist. 
Exports 
of products continue suprisingly heavy 
iii spite of some rise in prices. 
Treasury receipts from custom* were 
larger iii 20 days of January than iii 
the entire month of October and No­ 
vember, and upitreheiision regarding the 
m onetary future is no longer felt out­ 
sid e of Speculative circles. 
Failures an* 
considerably sn nil h r than were ever 
known ut this season, both m anufactur­ 
ing and tHiding, less than half last 
year's. 
Railroad earnings in Junnary 
thus far reported have his n 17.fi per 
oent larger than last year and 10.8 per 
cent larger thaniu 1892. 
The rise of w heal above a dollar in 
regular Rules wa* not accompanied by 
sigu* of speculative excitement. 
The 
fuel that ca rg o , s of corn w e rt dripped 
during the week to Egypt and Russia, 
the very couutru* upon w hich Europe 
most relies for breadstuffs next to the 
Uni Psi States, affected trade not un ­ 
reasonably. 
Just when unprecedented production 
of pig I rot I was causing weakness, extra­ 
ordinary demand for finished products 
appear*. 
For this season, at least, the 
general demand is beyond precedent, 
including 150,000 ton* steel rails for the 
week, and 1,200,000 tons already this 
year, linier* for plate* are so large that 
n ttsh u rg works send away some to 
other concerns, unable to fill all they 
receive, orders for bar such th at m any 
concerns are obliged to refuse more, an 
excvllent den ut lid for sheets and fair for 
structural forms.

The great strike of operatives in cot­ 
ton mills of New England seems as con­ 
venient to mill owners, w ith their heavy 
'hick* unsold, as if they had ordered it. 
Probably it will last long enough to 
work off stocks, and the print cloth 
m arket is already about I per oent 
stronger, while a slight advance is noted 
in some other cotton goods. 
W ith very 
stagnant m arkets for wool, sales am ount­ 
ing to only 5,895,200 pounds at the three 
chief cities, which reported over 18,600,- 
000 in one week (rf September and 66,- 
600,000 in four weeks, the inquiry for 
round Iota is m ainly for three-eights 
and a quarter bk*si, suitable for chevi­ 
ots, but have resulted iii little dealing. 
The mills have taken satiitfactory 
order* for such goods, on>1 wilily not 
w ithout knowing where they could get 
the word, and the goods movement is 
distinctly encouraging, though quota 
tious of the higher priced heavyweights 
are still deferred.

George Byron Gordon, the explorer, 
1 contributes to The Century an account 
of the discoveries in Copan under tho 
title of “ The Mysterious City of Hon 
| dura*.” < olm ming the ancient race of 
Mayas Mr. Gordon says: 
Not only did traditions exist in the 
minds of the people, hut many of the 
I eld Indian families still preserved their 
honk*, the remnants of once extensive 
libraries, in which the history, tradi­ 
tions aud customs of the people were re­ 
corded. All these books that the Span­ 
ish priests could lay their hnuds ti)ton 
they burned. 
Four only have come 
down to us—priceless relics that in 
some unknown manner found their way 
into European libraries, where they luy 
hidden until unearthed by scholars of 
recent years. The books of the Mayas 
consisted of lung strips of puper made 
from maguey fiber, aud folded ufter the 
manner of a screen so as to form page* 
ubout 9 by 5 inches. These were cover 
cd with hieroglyphic charac tart, very 
licitly drawn by hand, in brilliant col­ 
ors. Hoards were fastened on the outside 
pages, and the completed book looked 
like a neat volume of lurge octavo size. 
The characters in which they are writ­ 
ten are the same as those fouud upon 
the stone tablets aud monuments in the 
mined cities of Paleuque and Copan. 
This system of writing, which is en­ 
tirely distill! t from the picture writing 
of the Aztec*, WUN the exclusive posses­ 
sion of the Mayas. It was a highly de­ 
veloped system, aud, as investigations 
have shown, < in braced a u urn ber of pho­ 
netic elements, 
lu this respect, as in 
many others, the Mayas were far in ad­ 
vance of any other American people. A 
venerable but vague and elusive legend 
that has (Mime down to us ascribes the 
invention of these characters to Itiam- 
I1 urn, the Maya Cadmus, a great hero god 
who iu the In-sinning of their history 
weut i as a nation led the people from the

Max Braun berg, the McKeesport pho­ 
tographer whoa© trochlea hare recently 
interested bin friends in this city, has 
filed an answor to the equity snit of the 
Misses Trow seeking to restrain bim 
from exhibiting their 
pictures.

petitioners also asked that he be com­ 
pelled to destroy the negatives. 
In his answer Braunberg says he did 
not agree to deliver each of the plain­ 
tiffs a naif dosen cabinet photographs 
and that no pictures were ordered at 
the time of their taking except a dozen 
of the girls taken together and three 
small pictures of Josephine, He says 
that after he had taken theso pictures 
the Trees girls agreed to sit separately 
for cabinet photographs, which the de­ 
fendant was to be allowed to finish in 
colors to display as a holiday advertise­ 
ment. and then give them to the plain 
tiffs, framed free of charge. 
Brannberg says that on December 20, 
the plaintiffs called at his studio and ob 
jected to the exhibition of the pictures, 
because Jennie's double ohio had not 
been filled up. He denies that he was 
insolent, and says that on December 25- 


1897, upon complaint of the plaintiffs' 
father, he took the pictures out of his 
street advertising case. Braun berg says 
Mr. Trees promised to pay him for the 
pictures, but instead each of the plain­ 
tiffs entered suit for fie,OOO damages 
against him. He denies that the pic­ 
tures were exhibited for the purpose of 
annoying the girls or their parents. 
Brannberg admits that the girls' father 
and Banshee promised to pay for the 
pictures, but this offer was not made 
until after Banshee had, Braun berg 
alleges, by false representation, gained 
admission to the defendant's studio and 
taken possession of the pictures and 
carried them away with him. He says 
he did take a picture of Banshee and 
the girls, but has not violated the con­ 
tract under which the pictures were 
taken. The defendant says that if he 
is compelled to surrender the pictures 
and negatives in his possession he will 
be deprived of a defense in the damage 
suits against him, in which the plain­ 
tiffs falsely charge him with oausing to 
he published the statement:

first of these was found and carried by 
troops under the gullunt Coffee, who 
killed 200 warriors, w ith comparatively 
little loss un hi* own suit*, but only aft­ 
er an obstiimn* defense on the part of 
the enemy. 
The cumpaigu thus opened 
most auspiciously, and a W(**k later an­ 
other attack wu* made on a Creek stock­ 
ade, btl by Jackson in person, which 
also resulted iu victory, 300 slain Indi­ 
ans being left on the field, but as the 
general was compelled to withdraw’ im­ 
mediately to protect a small Ixxiyof hi* 
command left at Fort Strother tho in­ 
furiated Creek* fell upon his rear aud 
inflicted heavy losses. 
The Indians 
showed their mettle by neither asking 
quarter nor retreating until 
cut 
to 
pieces. On the first field of (tattle, every 
warrior having been killed aud the wo­ 
men having tim), an Indian infant was 
found who was taken to General Jack­ 
son aud by him sent (tack ta Nashville, 
where he wa* raised in tile gem Tai'* 
own family until tho ago of 16, when 
he died of consumption. He was called 
laueoyer. and it is said that the general 
was much attached to him. 
But th" NUV age foe was difficult to 
discover lichi* ii iu the depths of the 
vast wilderness, and, though the brave 
Terne xMecan* taught like bends when 
opportunity offered, yet tho inaction 
that ensued while they Were awaiting 
tho arrival of supplies that never came 
proved more demoralising than Indian 
attacks. 
Starvation threatened them, 
their labors were terrible, and finally 
they mutinied. 
At one time the com­ 
manding general himself hud but a few 
acorn* wherewith to appease hi* hunger. 
lie was suffering intensely from hi* 
wounds, yet ho still persisted in his 
declaration that the Creeks should long 
remember Fort Mims iii bitterness aud 
in tears. 
The starving militia, holding 
that tho period of their enlistment had 
expired, made preparations to return to 
their home*, learning of which their 
commander ordered out tho volunteers 
to oppose rhein. 
A few days later it 
was the volunteers who rebelled, when 
they were turned back by the very m i­ 
litia whose homeward march they had 
prevented. 
At another time a whole 
brigade started on the home trail, when 
the general dashed in front of them, 
aud seizing an old musket from a sen­ 
tinel held it with his (me unwounded 
aim across his horse’s neck, declaring

L it­ 
tle wonder that his pmclamatioti ta bis 
brave men rang like a warcry, and 
that in his exultation be even patronized 
the God of tattles: “ ’rho fiends of tho 
Tallapoosa will no longer murder our 
women and children or disturb the quiet 
of our borders. Their midnight flan) 
beaux will no longer illumine their 
council house or shine upon the victims 
of their infernal orgic* 
It is indeed 
lamentable that the path of peace should 
lead through blood and over the bodies 
of the slain, but it is a dispensation of 
Providence—and perhaps a wise one— 
to inflict partial evils that ultim ate 
good may Is* produced.”
